Capt. Guy Gaunt,, nave! attache 
of the British embassy at Washington, 
investigated the report that two Ger- 
man commerce raiders, accompanied 
by two submarines, are opérating in 
the trans;Atlantic steamship lanes 
from New York. 

Capt. Gaunt obtained from Capt. 
Bonifacio, of the Fabre liner, a state- 
ment showing the axact latitude and 
longitude in which the two raiders 
were sighted. The naval attache said 
he intended to wire at once to Halifax 
so that Britain cruisers now in Ameri- 
can waters would be warned, The

The dairy products of Alberta for 
the year 1915 were worth $11,000,000, 
The production of creamery butter 
was in the neighborhood of 7,000,000 
pounds, compared  with,., 2,000,000 
pounds in 1910. ‘The proviiice has an 
expert system of grading, handling, 
and marketing its butter, which has 
resulted in a reputation on outside 
markets that assures to the Alberta 
dairyman top prices for his produce. 
The dairy produce of Alberta in 1915 
was worth more than the entire cer- 
eal crop of the province—wheat, oats, 
barley and flax—only ten years ago. 

These figures are sufficient to ex- 
plain Albeta’s present prosperity, and 
shed a clear light upon the source of 
her prosperity in the future. Alberta, 
however, is a province of various  re- 
sources, and it is worth while pointing 
out some of the other industries which 
are contributing to the gerféral wel- 
fare. Alberta has immense forest 
wealth in the nortern part of the prov- 
and | ince, and along the eastern sloyes of 
the Rocky mountains, Great timber 
reserves have been created, which wil! 
preserve this wealth permanently to 
the people of the country, while per- 
mitting a reasonable cut of timber 
every year..

Aiberta Has Big 
Sheep Shearing Camp 


On May 20th shearing in Canada’h 
largest sheep shearing camp at Con- 
radon the Lethbridge-Weyburn 
branch will commence. Fifty thou- 
sand sheep will be rtailed to this camp 
where.new slieds and corrals have been 
built and at least 400,000 pounds of 
wool will be shipped from this point 
The value of the product will be over 
$100,000 at the prevailing prices whic} 
run between 25 and - 20, cents per 
pound; 

There: will be jthan large camps in 
‘Southern Alberta where smaller bands 
will be clipped, but Conrad will be the 
largest single camp.Southern Alberts 
this year is expected to produce 1,500,- 
000 pounds of wool, which should 
bring close to $400,000. For the first 
time, Southern Alberta wool growers 
will have their wool graded by govern- 
ment grades. This operation will be 
done as the wool comes from the 


sheep’s back. 


American National 
Guard Called Out 


National Guardsmen of three states, 
Arizona, New Mexico and Texas, were 
called out by President Wilson to aid 
in protecting the border against Mexi- 
can raiders. 

' In addition- practically all remain- 
ing mobile troops of the regular army 
were orderéd to join the border forces. 

By these orders approximately 8,000 
additional troops were placed under 
Major-General Funston’s command. 
Behind the orders is the plain intima- 
tion by administration officials that 
the whole strength of the National 
Guard will be similarly employed if 
necessary. 


The orders were issued after a brief 


conference between President Wilson 


and Secretary Baker over a joint re- 
port by Generals Seott and Funston 


at El Paso.

Kaiser Appeals to 


Wilson For Peace 


Emperor William personally sent a 
letter, to President Wilson, says the 
Daily Telegraph, in which, appealing 
to him as the greatest neutal author- 
ity, he expatiated on the necessity of 
urging the western powers not to pro- 
long indefinitely what seems to him 
their useless efforts of revenge. 

“It is believed in many quarters,” 
says the Daily Telegraph, in conclus- 
ion, “that as far as Germeny is con- 
cerned the Irish rtoubles were engin- 
eered with the idea of bringing home 
to President Wilson an approximate 
estimate of the internal dangers his 
own government would incur if it 
should make war upon Germany with 
so many million of Germans and Irish- 
men, living in America.” 


Battle of Verdun 
Now on the Wane 


Fighting still continues around Ver- 
dun although for the past week noth- 
ing of.a serious nature has taken 
place. 

The French are still putting up a 
stubborn fight and in many cases. are 
reported to be taking the offensive and 
gaining ground. The allies are con- 
vinced that the enemy is gradually 
weakening in this quarter and the bat- 
tle of Verdun is now looked uppn as 
one of the greatest victories in his 
tory for the French. 

Encouragement is given to the sit- 
uation because of the fact that re-in- 
forcements are landing in France al- 
most aaily. At the present time 
every corner of the British Empire 
is now represented in France or Fland. 
ers. Regiments from Australia, New 
Zealand, India, Africa and Canada are 


more are in readiness for ‘the call. 

Today’s reports say that the Ger- 
mans made an attack on the French 
position near Vaux Pond on the Ver- 
dun front east of the Meuse. 

The war office announces that this 
attack was repulsed with heavy loss 
to the enemy. 


Fourteen Rebels Are 
Executed in Ireland 


To date fourteen persons have been 
exccuted in Ireland as a result of the 
recent uprising in, Dublin. 

Seventy-three have received sen- 
tences of penal servitude and six of 
impironment at-hard labor, A num- 
ber of lists containing 400 or more 
names of persons arrested have been 
published, 

The latest estimates_of the casual- 
ties in Dublin places them at about 
1,000, of whom 400 were killed These 
figures inglude soldiers, insugents and 
‘civilians.

Uniform Development 

We must not put all our eggs in 
one basket, as has been too much the 
tendency in the past. Better a slow 
but symmetrical development than an 


abnormal growth along certain lines. 


Canada’s vational policy for forty 
years has been to aim at a uniform 
development of all the resources of 
our country. Just as it would be a 
fatal mistake to establish industries 
unsuited to the country b> placing a 
prohibitive customs tariff againet the 
products they make coming into Can- 
ada, so Western Canadians should 
consider carefully whether they 
would not be in danger of injuring 
industries, which are well sulted to 
the country, by exposing them to the 
untrammelled competition of foreign 
producers, whose longer experience 
and farger output give them an un- 
due. advantage, What Canadians 
must aim at is a policy which will 
conserve the 
forces in agriculture as well as in) 
manufacturing. The results of such 
a policy will be seen in well rounded 
communities, set down in fertile agri- 
cultural azess.
